There wroe some racy disclosures in tho 
[rying- Maxwell divorce case. The com- 
mittoo decided to report the bill without 
any amendment. This insures the grant- 
ing of a divorce. 

It has been learned that a young man 
arrested in Chatham for obtaining goods 
under false pretences, giving his name as 
Walker, son of the proprietor of the 
Toronto Walker House, is Elijah Moore, 
of Petorboro'. 

A largo meeting was bold in Orillin on 
Friday to organize a branch of the Im- 
perial Federation League, and was attend- 
ed by the presidents of both liberal and 
conservative associations, Jas. Quiini, 
conservative candidate for the commons at 
the last election, and many others. 

The Reformed Episcopal synod, in ses- 
sion at Ottawa, will receive Bishop 
Wilson's resignation, and propose to elect 
Bishop Fallows, of Chicago, as his succes- 
sor. Wilson is ill bad health. Bishop 
Cssher will try to settle the difficulty be- 
tween the two synods, that of the United 
.States and that of Montreal. 

While standing on the Rock wood 
asylum wharf, Dr. Clark, superintendent 
of that institution, was seized around the 
neck by one of tho lunatics, who then 
jumped into the lake, taking the doctor 
with him. Tho doctor, who is an expert 
swimmer, managed to keep himself and 
the lunatic afloat till assistance arrived, 
when both were rescued. 

Adam Morse, a colored man from 
Rochester, was arrested at Toronto for 
attempted murder and discharged by tho 
polico magistrate, but was immediately re 
arreBted on a warrant issued by the county 
judge and brought before his honor. 
Henry Weatherhum, of Savannah, Ga., 
idontilied the prisoner, who was then re- 
manded for a week to await extradition 
papers. 

Rov. Georgo Tompkins, a local Baptist 
minister, Niagara Fulls, shot at James R. 
Luuday, contractor. Tompkins was ar- 
rested, and before the police magistrate he 
made tho statement that it was not tu 
harm Lunday but to frighten him away 
that ho lired. Tompkins was released 
later. In 1885 Tompkins came into a for- 
tune of $40,000 which ho put in his wife's 
name by the advice of her father. 

Fred Greenfield, alias Job. Brown, one 
of the men recently sentenced at Toronto 
for stealing a hand-car on the Canadian 
Pacific railway to si.\ months in the Central 
prison, escaped by making a dash for 
liberty while the gate was open to admit 
a Grand Trunk lorry. Several other 
prisoners attempted to escape but were 
prevented by tho guards. Greenfield had 
just received an additional sentence of 
four and a half years in penitentiary and 
was to bo sent there on the conclusion of 
his six months' sentence.

London, May 7. — A cessation "f olli- 
oial bulletins concerning the condition of 
tho Emperor, upon which, it may be said, 
the people have never placed hnplioil 
reliance, is causing much uneasiness in 
Berlin, where it is behoved the patient 
is much worse than the doctors care 
admit. Repol ts in circulation during the 
last forty-eight hours of the Emperor's 
renewed strongth is evidenced by the 
several successful attempts to walk across 
his room and. his desire to take outdoor 
exercise, are received with a degree of 
doubt bordering upon absolute disbelief. 
Rumours are now abroad that the Em- 
peror has had another relapse, and it is 



generally feared that a si 
cline has set in, which will terminaL 
eath within a very few days. 



The European Situation, 

Lord Salisbury, speaking at the Royal 
Academy banquet Saturday evening, very 
clearly defined the European political 
situation in a single phrase, "Europe is 
standing hushed by Ihe bedside of its 
most powerful, most admired, and mosl 
valued potentate." This utterance elicited 
unanimous acquiesence of the premier 
hearers, and it cannot be denied that it 
expresses the prevailing feeling at 
all of the European capitals, how- 
ever lukewarm may be public senti- 
ment with regard to the preserv- 
ing of friendly relations with Gormany, 

Trafalgar Square Meeting. 

There was a feeble attempt to renew 
tho Trafalgar Square agitation on Sunday, 
when Commoners Graham and Conybeare 
and William Saunders wont thither and 
faintly endeavored to organize a meeting. 
The police quickly compelled the crowd 
to move on, however, and tho leaders, 
after addressing an indignant remon- 
strance to tho constables, retired from 
the square. 

Upon the arrival of the steamship 
Nevada at Queenstown to-day the police 
boarded her and arrested Charles Rowe, 
of Leeds, 'upon a warrant charging him 
with embezzling a largo amount of his 
employer's funds. Rowe had travelled 
in America under the name of Lord Chas. 
Beresford, and only recently married an 
American lady. 



CONDENSED DISPATCHES. 



OUEBEC. 

Mayor Langelier has been re-elected 
batonnier of the Quebec bar. 

Globensky, Q.C., of Montreal, will be 
called to the senate in the place of Holland, 
deceased. 

The steamship Ontario brought throo 
hundred immigants all of whom left for 
the west on Saturday. 

John Ritchie, superintendent of the 
Sailors' institute, Quebec, for twenty years, 
died Saturday morning, aged 72. 

Tho Balmoral hotel, Montreal, is offering 
unsecured creditors, whose claims amount 
to over S40.000, 20 cents on tho dollar. 

Tho Quebec Salvation Army has been 
indicted as a public nuisance. Too trial 
la&ted five days. The sentence has not 
yet been given. 

The St. Lawrence is to bo bridged from 
Longuoil to Montreal for railroad pur- 
poses. It is estimated the cost will bo 
two million dollars. 

The three croolo women, who sovoral 
times attoinpted to starve themselves to 
death have been sent to Longue l'ointe 
asylum. It is believed they are hopeless- 
ly insane, 

So heavy were the snow drifts in roar of 
LeviB on May 1st, that a train of the Que- 
bec Central railway was stuck in them at 
St. Henri, the snow plow being unablo to 
forco its way through. 

Tho purchase has been concluded by the 
Forest and Stream club of Montreal, of 
tho country residence of the l:»to Alfred 
Brown, at Donval, to be used as a coun- 
try club house. The price paid is ?f>0,- 
000. 

A testimonial by the district militia to 
the late D.A.G., L-ieut.-Col. Von Strau- 
bonzie, of Mont real, has taken the shape 
of a formal presentation of a silver ser- 
vice to Mrs. Von Straubenzie and a ban- 
quet will bo given the colonel on Friday 
next. 

MANITOBA. 

Stewart Mulvoy will probably bo the 
conservative candidate in Rockwood for 
the local house. 

Jam os Dobier, u well-known Winnipeg 
citizen, dropped dead on Friday at his 
home, a few minutes after eating dinner. 
He wtiH apparently in good health. 

NORTHWEST TERRITORIES. 
An inquest was held Monday on the 
body of an Indian found in a coulee on 
tho Belly river, and identified as Bull 
Shoo, a Blood Indian who disappeared 
last full with his squaw. A bullet was 
found imbedded in his skull. The jury 
returned a verdict that the deceased came 
to his death at tho hands of a party or 
parties unknown. The inquest resulted 
in enquiries being instituted, suspicion be- 
ing fastened on .some parties, and the ar- 
rest of a man named Clarence France. 
An important witness to the caBo whom 
the police are in search of is missing. 

NOVA S0OIIA. 

Judge To wnshond at Halifax delivered 
decision in tho Doyle murder case, in 
which William Prosper was found guilty. 
Sentence was deferred on tochnical 
grounds till tho cihh was argued before 
the full bonch of tho supremo court. 

Tho committee in charge of tho erection 
of an Episcopal Centennial cathedral at 
Halifax lias purchased from tho Dominion 
government for §10,000 tho old peniten- 
tiary building and grounds on tho north- 
west mm. 



M. Chanviero, a revolutionary localist, 
was elected in the Javel quarter of Paris. 

The world's championship six-day walk 
opened at midnight at Madison Square 
garden. 

Buffalo Bill with his troupe has sailed 
from Hull on the Wilson line of^steamers 
for New York this morning. 

A despatch from Mandalay says the 
British garrison at that placo whs surprised 
by Dacoits recently and in tho ensuing 
conflict two otliuers and two privates wore 
killed. 

Tho municipal election which took place 
in Nantes, France, on Saturday, resulted 
in tho return of twenty-four conservatives 
and nine republicans, in place of twenty- 
four republicans and nine conservatives. 

A dispatch from San Francisco yester- 
day says that John Johnson, seaman, con- 
victed of the murder of Oapt. Williams, of 
tho ship Occidental, on the high seas to- 
day was sentenced to ton years imprison- 
ment in the Folsom prison and pay 81,- 
000 fine. 

A heavy thunderstorm visited Burling- 
ton, In., on Thursday and was accom- 
panied by violent winds. At Laeona, the 
storm demolished a two-story building 
occupied by .J. A. Hoquelershont. L. 
Wilson, a farmer, who was in the store at 
the time, was crushed to death by falling 
timbers. Two other buildings were 
slightly damaged. A sawmill belonging to 
Meyers it McKinley was blown down. 

A great row is impending in the Royal 
Society of British Arts, London, Eng., 
the aggressors basing their fight upon 
political grounds. Those members resent 
the inclination of the president to sacri- 
fice the interests of the society to his 
aristocratic friends and patrons, and the 
organization is divided with an apparent 
majority against the presiding officer. 

Tho king and queen opened the exhibi- 
tion at Bologna yesterday in the presence 
of tho Prince of Naples, Italian ministers 
and many other high dignitaries. The 
crowd in attendance was immense and in- 
tensely enthusiastic, and the town was 
profusely decorated with banners, flowers, 
etc. The. musical contributions to the 
festivities comprised fifty bands.

CRIMINAL MATTERS. 

A Murderer Lynched at St. Helena, California 
Other Crimes. 

St. Hklena, Cnl. , May C— John 
Wright, who shot and killed' Budd Vaun 
in this town two weeks ago, was taken 
from jail early this morning by a mob of 
masked men and hanged to a bridge at 
the head of Main street. Wright had 
been confined in the county jail at Napit 
since the shooting, but was brought hero 
yesterday for a preliminary examination. 
No one suspected an attempt at lynching 
would be made. At 1 o'clock this morn- 
ing Judge Ehlin, who had the jail keys, 
was called to the door, surrounded by a 
mob and forced to give the keys up. The 
crowd then took tho prisoner from the 
jail, and in ten minutes his body was 
hanging from the bridge. No arrests 
have beon made, but the tragedy is de- 
plored by law-abiding citizens'. The 
shouting of young Vanu occurred near a 
house of ill-fame. Vann and some com- 
panions wore standing near by, when 
some one threw a rock at a window. 
Wright, who was a brother of an inmate, 
was in tho house at the time, and im- 
mediately fired n pistol shot, striking 
Vann. 



CIRCUS TRAIN DITCHED. 

A Land Slide on the Cleveland and Pittsburg 
Kallroad on Suiiday-Thc Performers 
and Stock Secure-One Man Killed. 

ISpecial to 'I'm-: COLONIST.] 
Steuiik.nvillk, Ohio, May 7. — A land 
slido on the Cleveland and Pittsburg rail- 
road, near this place, was run into on 
Sunday by Miller and Freeman's circus 
train. The engine and live cars left the 
track. Tho cars are so badly wrecked as 
to bo utterly worthless. The engineer 
was terribly scalded and received severe 
internal injuries; his condition is pre- 
carious. A colored cook attached to the 
circus was instantly killed. Nono of tho 
sleeping cars, containing performers, or 
stock cars, loaded with horses, left tho 
track. The cars that were wrecked con- 
tained canvas, wagons and baggage trucks. 



A CAR OF DYNAMITE EXPLODES 

Causing Death and Destruction— The Shock 
Felt for Twenty Milcs-A Collision or 
Cars the Cause. 

(Special lo The Colonist.) 
Shamokin (Pa.), May 7. — A freight 
train on tho Philadelphia it Reading rail- 
road was passing through Locust gap, six 
miles from this place, at 11 o'clock Sunday 
night, when a car of dynamite exploded, 
killing seven people, wounding twenty, 
some seriously, and burning eight houses, 
levelling four more blocks to the ground 
and wrecking hundreds of others. The fol- 
lowing are tho names of the killed: Jno. 
Quinn,' aged 40; Kate Dunn, aged 8; 
Willie Kavanaugh, aged 15; Mary Kavan- 
augh, aged fl; Alice Kerwick, aged 4; an 
infant child Simon Kerwick, born dur- 
ing the afternoon. The engine was 
drawing seventy cars and running down 
grade at a rapid rate to tlie siding ono 
mile west of the gap, to allow the Phila- 
delphia fast line, going south, the right of 
way. The engineer tried to slow up when 
in the gap but the cars had attained such 
a momentum that ho was obliged 
to run fast to keep the tank 
from being bumped. Tho head of steam 
was too much for the couplings, and the 
seventh car from the engine broke loose. 
Tho engine was stopped to make a now 
coupling, when the two parts of the brokon 
train came together with a shock sullicient 
to explode dynamite. Tiie forco of tho 
explosion shook tho ground for twenty 
miles around, wrecking many housos in 
Mount Carmel and neighborhood. Tho 
train men, aided by horror stricken 
people, rushed to tho rescue, and succeed- 
ed in saving many lives from tho burning 
buildings. Of the dead nothing remains 
but a few charred chips of bones found in 
the ruins. A subscription list has been 
started in Shamokin and neigh borhing 
towns. A number of tho wounded havo 
beon taken to tho miners' hospital. 

FURTHER PARTICULARS. 

Tho Reading railroad track, at the 
point of tho accident, just at the extreme 
western end of the town, is about two 
hundred foot above thu level of tho street 
and runs alongside a mountain, below 
there is a streot containing one single 
dwelling on tho north side and three 
double ones on tho south. Of these noth- 
ing now remains; they wero completely 
torn down by tho explosion and tho tiro 
did the rest. It was in theso that all tho 
deaths occurred. Mr. and Mrs. Kerwick, 
who lost their throo children, had a mir- 
aculous escape. Tho man was blown out 
of the window and only slightly injured, 
ho then got his sick wife out of the burn- 
ing building and afterwards rescued sov- 
oral of his neighbor's children, which, in 
his dazed condition, he believed his own. 
About one hundred yards below these 
buildings there is another row of four 
double houses, these are terribly demol- 
ished, but tho tiro wus arrested by tho 
promptness of the dwellers in extinguish- 
ing the burning coals which fell out of tho 
stoves. On the same street somo three 
hundred yards east nine more honsea 
while not so entirely demolished, show 
plain evidence of tho destructive force of 
the explosion; boards are torn out, tho 
roof is caved in and the interiors are sim- 
ply ninssos of wrecked furniture. So 
great was tho upward forco of tho explod- 
ing powder that car wheels and axlos 
wero thrown a distance of two hundred 
yards, ono axle falling through the roof of 
ono of the houses on Lower stroet. On 
tho hills above traces of the debris may bo 
found a quarter of a ruilo away, while bo- 
tweon that distance mid tho wreck thoro 
are quantities of debris of tho ears. 

Beneath tho wrecked train there is a 
largo hole about fifteen feet in diameter, 
tho work of tho dynamite. Nono of tho , 
train hands near tho accident wore in- 
jured, though ono is said to havo beon 
blown a considerable diatanco. Tho on- 
gineer of tho locomotive which was very 
close at tho time of tho explosion, was 
stunned but soon recovered.

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A TIMELY LESSON. 

Irrespective of politics, the press of the 
country is unanimous in doing honor to 
the memory of tho late Hon. Thos. 
White. What a contrast is presented in 
some instances between the criticisms 
during life-tiniu and post mortem eulogies! 
Conservatives and Liberals alike are 
blameworthy in the matter of failing to do 
justice to the public men of the country, 
simply because they happen to be opposed 
to them in pulitics. To quote the eloquent 
words spoken by Hon. Wilfrid Laurior, 
tho groat French Canadian tribune, in the 
House of Commons when seconding Sir 
Hoctor Langevin's motion on the oc- 
casion of the adjournment of tho House 
in respect to the memory of the lat. 
Minister of the Interior, "Engaged as wo 
arc in daily strife, divided as we are 
in aims and purposes, struggling we are 
everyday, and sometimes bitterly strug- 
gling for our own convictions, wo are apt 
to forgot, what we readily realize to-day, 
that after all there is a universality about, 
us; and when a man of Mr. White's emi- 
nence is removed from amongst us, we 
all individually feel that we have suffered 
a loss, and perhaps for the lirst time we 
can see tho full measure of tho 
man's worth. It is, however, a 
misfortune of our nature that we 
never appreciate fully what we have until 
we have lost it." That melancholy occa- 
sion was not without its lesson to those 
engaged in the turmoil of political strife, 
whether in the press or in the legislative 
halls of tho country. We would do well 
to profit by thorn. In the face of tho pos- 
sibility of sudden death, and the grim 
reaper was busy in the ranks of our 
Parliamentarians this session, mutual re- 
criminations should give way to mutual 
good will. While each battles for tho cause 
he believes to be right there is no reason 
why our common humanity should be de- 
based and degraded by u partizanship that 
"loves not wisely, but too well." Life is 
too short to be spent in bickering and 
backbiting. 

THE MECHANICS' LIEN LAW. 

Mr. J, M. Duval has another letter on 
this subjoct in last Saturday's Times', in 
which ho says the object of his bill was, 
"to make the thing i'self, whether house 
or anything else, absolutely answerable 
for tho lal|)r, irrespective of whose it 
might bo," and likens it to the lien of a 
common carrier. We doubt if such com- 
munistic principles are contained even in 
his bill, Had sucli a measure become law 
a mere trespasser could confiscate another 
person's lot by quietly building a small 
hoiiso on it; besides, lions could have been 
f i led in excess of tho contract price, so 
that a contract let for say $6,000 might 
have cost tho owner $10,000 or more. 
This idea, which has been floating over 
the country in socialistic literature, is not 
at all analogous to tho carrier's lion, for 
tho latter lias no lien unless ho gets lawful 
possession of the goods, nor can he or his 
employee charge more than tho contract 
price for freighting. Tho present lien law 
makes it absolutely certain that the lien 
holder will, so far as duo him, get the 
benefit of every dollar of the contract 
price, and no honest man will ask more. 
Mr. Duval's objections to Mr. Davie's bill 
only sorve to show his transcendent 
ignorance of tho commonest princi- 
ples of law. Ho is not content 
with an act practically making the 
owner a guardian for tho furnishers of 
labor and materials, but wants them de- 
clared lunatics or incapable of contract- 
ing for a release of their liens. There is. 
scarcely a limit to one's right to make 
lawful contracts about one's own business. 
Under tin* "Id lien law a contractor might 
agree with tho owner that there should 
bo no lions, which would bar persons em- 
ployed by the contractor, and many 
architects had such clauses printed in 
their con tracts. To avoid this, the clause, 
"unless there is an agreement in writing 
to tho contrary," was put in so that ovory 
man now has a lien, unless released over 
his own signature, but under Mr. Duval's 
bill tho release might have been proved 
oven by verbal evidence Mr. Duval's 
A (5 C illustration is quite as cloudy as 
his law. The only good thing in his cor- 
respondence is his remark in tho tirat lot- 
tor, that there is a necessity "for \ proper 
lieu law to protect mechanics, laborers 
and material men from losses at tho 
hands of unscrupulous contractors." The 



laboring man has no «riovaiico against 
his best friend, butho nOOtls to be saved 
from his arch-enemy — tlrA> laboring man 
who never labors, but lives on tho credul- 
ity of his "fellow workmen. " There are 
several species— one is the plausible 
fellow, who obtains a contract without 
means, creditor honesty, draws the money, 
and absconds, leaving his " fellow-work- 
men" unpaid; another species is the lazy 
man, who has just enough sense to play 
the role of agitator, to inculcate feelings 
of malice and envy, get himself on all 
committees that are salaried, and ask tho 
Legislature for a measure that would 
make the blush of shame come to the 
cheek of every honest workingman. 
In Mr. Duval's last loltjr, however, lie 
recedes from his position as protector of 
tho laborer against tho contractor by ob- 
jecting to Section 8 of Mr. Davie's bill, 
because the pay-roll would expose the 
secrets of the irresponsible contractor's 
business. A responsible contractor, of 
course, may give bonds to the owner and 
avoid the making of pay-rolls. Section 
14, of Mr. Duval's bill, required the own- 
er, making payments before thirty days 
after tho completion of the work, to dis- 
tribute such payments among such work- 
ingnien, &c, whet her it was due to them 
or not, leaving the contractor to wheedle 
his part of the money out of the men as 
best he could. If it is desirable to make 
the owner responsible for the application 
of tho money to the payment of labor and 
materials, there must be some limit to his 
liability, some rule for his ascertaining 
who and how much to pay, and 
the pay roll is tho only way to do this. 
There are many verbal inaccuracies in Mr. 
Duval's bill, for example: "Registrar of 
Titles," for "Registrar-General of Titles;" 
it requires "tho clerk of the Court " to 
do certain things, when there is no such 
officer; and that suits shall have "prefer- 
ence on the calendar of the Court * * * 
except suits in which the Crown is party," 
their being no calendar in any court, ex- 
cept the Assizes, where the Crown is an 
essential party in every case. While these 
defects might have been cured by con- 
struction of tho courts, the following 
specious reasons exist for voting the bill 
down. It provides a lien for certain 
things only. It. failed to give laborers 
a preference for one month's wages. It 
required a separate suit for each class of 
lien holders, under a long and expensive 
mode of practice. A conflict of jurisdi 
lion would arise under it by one class of 
lien holders bringing a suit in the supremo 
and another in the county court, both 
getting orders requiring the moneys 
to bo paid into these courts 
respectively, for distribution, which re 
cently occurred under the old lien law 
It so embarrased the owner as to make it 
necessary for him, either to require : 
release of the liens, or retain the money 
for thirty days after completion. It 
failed to provide for liens on mortgaged 
premises. It provided for an inequitabl 
distribution of tho moneys by permittin; 
one sub-contractor's employees to shar 
the money due to another. It repealed 
section 20 of the act of li>7!>, giving 
blacksmiths, watchmakers, and other ar- 
ti/.ans a mode of selling a chattel to re 
ali/.o a lien for repairs, and left them with 
out a summary remedy. Mr. Davie's bill 
cured all these defects, and, moreover, 
provided a lien on the moneys in the 
hands of the ow ner or contractor, which 
is, perhaps, the best feature of the act 
Mr. Duval's position may be likened to a 
child crying for a sharp-edged tool, it had 
to be denied him and bread given instead, 
but still ho is discontented. We think 
that if Mr. Duval has the workingman 
interest at heart, laying aside all vainglory 
he will yet confess that the government 
did the best thing under the circumstan

The fact that two men were killed in 
Halifax by taking hold of the iron sup- 
ports of an electric lamp ought to he 
widely known. The fact is that, liremen 
and others who may have occasion to 
handle electric light wires cannot be too 
careful. A lad in New York took hold 
of the end of a wire dangling from a polo 
the other day and was killed instantane- 
ously and some little time ago a horse 
that fell on a wire that had for some 
reason or other been thrown on the 
ground was taken up dead.

Man- 
hood suH'rago is instituted, every male 
British subject by birth or naturalization, 
other than unfranchised Indians, who has 
attained the full ago of 21 years and re- 
sided in tho Territories at least twelve 
months, being entitled to vote. A do- 
posit of $100 is required for each candi- 
date At nomination. In connection with 
tho bill. Sir John gave notico that tho 
indemnity to bo allowed each menbur at- 
tending each session shall bo 9100 and to 
each legal export $250, together with ac- 
tual traveling expenses, payable out of tho 



consolidated revenue fund of Canada.

The petroleum of 
Scotland is mined like coal, and although 
I had read of the oil wells of America, I 
was not prepared for such a vast differ- 
ence In the methods of oil production. 
The Scotch petroleum Is not In the fluid 
atnte, hut in a shale formation. The ex- 
tracting of the products of this shale was 
for many years a most important in- 
dustry, and is quite an extensive oue vet; 
hut the American oil, both Illuminating 
and lubricating, is now set down in our 
markets cheaper than the Scotch oil can 
be produced, and how long our oil pro- 
duction will last is only a question of how 
long national pride will resist considera- 
tions of economy. 

"The Scotch oil shale is black, and lies 
at a depth of about 400 feet beneath the 
surface. The shale producing regions are 
all between Edinburgh and Glasgow, and 
are known as the oil fields of West ('aider. 
They are very extensive, and literallv in- 
exhaustible. That Is one hope we have. 
Tho fluid oil of this country will undoubt- 
edly become exhausted or greatly cur- 
tailed in production some time in the 
future. When your fields cease to pour 
out a quantity of oil that enables yon to 
refine it, export it, and sell it in Scotland 
ut a less figure than it cost us to extract 
the oil from the shales at the very thresh- 
old of Scotch markets, we will come, to 
the front with our oil mines again, and 
know that whatever happens they can't 
be exhausted. 

"When the oil fields of West Calder 
were being operated to a full capacity the 
shale refinery there, known its the Addis- 
well Oil works, and which cover seventy- 
five acres of ground, gave employment to 
over 2,000 men. In various parts of the 
field there were shale crushing works, not 
unlike your coal breakers, where the 
shale is run on being taken from the 
mines. It is broken up into small pieces 
and the crude oil extracted at the 
crushers. What we call crude oil 
you would call tar over here. The re- 
finers take it and from it, extract illumin- 
ating and lubricating oil, ammonia and 
wax. The latter is called parafflue in the 
oil trade of this country. The tar from a 
ton of shale will yield fourteen gallons of 
illuminating oil. This is subjected to four 
different acid distillations, each one much 
heavier than any (he American fluid pe- 
troleum requires. The result is a clear, 
white high flash llluniinant, as good as 
American kerosene, hut four times as ex- 
pensive. If the American product simply 
came in competition with our illuminat- 
ing oil, the effect on our trade would not 
be of much consequence, as in that branch 
of the Scotch oil business is not where the 
profit lies. The lubricant, the ammonia, 
and the wax are the products which maki 
the shale mines valuable. The American 
lubricating oil is cheaper, and those who 
use it say better than any. The latter 
altogether I can't agree with. Of course 
the American oil does not interfere with 
our ammonia products nor with oui wax 
.trade, but we can't afford to produce 
Jcerosene and lubricating oil to throw 
away in order that we may get at. the 
[ammonia and wax that the shale contains 
I am forced to say, therefore, to use an 
.Americanism, that the Scotch oil business 
•js not booming at the present time." — 
.New York Sun.

E. A. Gardiner is in Seattle, having ar- 
rived on Saturday morning from Ogdens- 
burg, N.Y. He states that after his re- 
lease from gaol at Ogdeusburg, where he 
was held on a charge of smuggling, he de- 
manded an immediate trial, but the gov- 
ernment postponed tho hearing of the 
case until September. A friend wrote 
him from the Sound that at a recent term 
of court in Fierce county, an indictment 
for smuggling had been found against him, 
and although his family was ill and unable 
to accompany him, he hastened west to 
face his accusers aud make answer to all 
charges against him. On his arrival he 
was arrested by Marshall Hamilton, on a 
bench warrant, and taken before Commis- 
sioner Emery, where ho entered into 
bonds in the sum of §6,000 for his appear- 
ance before the grand jury. His sureties 
were A, M. Brooks, N. H. Latimer and 
.) ulius I lorton. 

Gardiner was chief inspector of customs 
on the Sound for a number of years and 
more contracted opium was seized during 
his term of ollice than during all the pre- 
vious years. Mr. Gardiner says he has 
no fears of the result of the investigations 
and all he wants is vindication; which he 
feels sure he will yet if his case comes be- 
fore a jury. It was rumored that Gard- 
iner was in town yesterday, but inquiries 
elicited the fact that ho is still on the 
Sound and likely to stay there until his 
trial is over. 



Struck l>.v :i Tree. 

The day before yesterday, says Satur- 
day's Herald, whilst Mr. William Kirk 
land, of Ladner's, was proceeding along a 
trail, off Scott's road, ho was struck by 
the branch of a falling tree which broke 
his collarbone and inflicted severe bruises 
about the head and face. The woodcllop- 
pers, to whose camp Mr. Kirklaud was 
proceeding when the accident occurred, 
carried him to the road, where his car- 
riage and a friend were waiting. He was 
brought to Westminster for medical as- 
sistance, and is now progressing as favor- 
ably as could be expected. 

Keek Creek .nines. 

Of the Rook Creek mines the Inland 
Sentinel says: The mining locations now 
being worked are the Cariboo and the 
Argen. The Cariboo owners are running 
a tunnel which will tap theirlode at about 
100 feet in depth, and it is nearly com- 
pleted. They expect to strike good pay 
ore, and the owners intend sinking on 
down from whore they tap the ledge and 
will bring in a mill. 

The Argen men are sinking a shaft, on 
their ground and are down between thirty 
and forty feet. They are sinking down 
on an exceedingly rich lode of high grade 
galena, The character of this ore is free 
milling, while nearly all the other loca- 
tions are of a base nature. It is said that 
they too will bring in a mill if they lind 
enough to justify so doing. 

A Vicious IToniiB Bear. 

On Thursday afternoon a year old bear 
which had been confined for some months 
in the yard at the rear of the Colonial 
hotel, broko its chain and struck out for 
tho hills. Not wishing to shoot the 
animal, Mr. A. McLean, the owner, 
lassoed him, with the intention of tieing 
him up again. Two lassoes were thrown 
oyer Bruin's neck and he was held firm, 
when one of the ropes slipped oil', and he 
made a race for McLean, pushing him 
down and lacerating his foot and knee 
rather seriously. Mr. James Mc Arthur 
went to McLean's assistance and the bear 
made a rim for the new foe. Mr. Mc- 
Arthur, in retreating, fell over a stick and 
the bear jumped for him. Mr. J, 
Saucier thought the bear was having if 
too much his own way, and he leaped 
over the fence, picked up a stout stick, 
and struck the animal on the nose, knock- 
ing its unconscious, when its throat was 
cut. Mr. McLean is confined to th 
house by his injuries. — Inland Sentinel.

She will bo placed 
in the drydock and undergo a thorough 
overhauling and cleaning. 

Children Cry for Pitcher's Castoria. 



At the beginning of the manufacture of 
opium in Hong Kong, nhotil I rtity years 
ago, the government at first followed the 
system of licensing every firm that paid 
the fee. This continued in force for about 
live years, when the authorities came to 
tho conclusion that it would pay better to 
sell the right of exclusive manufacture to 
thu highest bidder. Most prominent, 
among the firms manufacturing wero 
Fook Loong, Lai Yuen, Hop Loong and 
Wall Hing. When the government pro- 
posed to let the exclusive right by tender, 
Fook Loong and Lai Yuen combined, and 
succeeded in obtaining the lirst lease for 
four years, under the name of Yen Wo. 
After the expiration of tho four years Hop 
Loong and Wall Hing outbid the Yon Wo 
combination and opened up under the 
linn name of Chop Sing, For the lirst 
and second four years the tiruis holding 
the lease paid to tho government 
about §150,000 per annum for the 
privilege. The four firms mentioned at 
the end of the two lenses decided that they 
would reduce the figure paid, and com- 
bined for that purpo.se under the name of 
the Sing Wo Co., and each put in a bid. 
By this strategy they succeeded ill obtain- 
ing the four-year lease at tho rate of 
§130,000 per annum. 

On the lirst of January, lKKii, a new 
combination of Chinese was formed to op- 
pose the Sing Wo t'o , principally com- 
prise! of some rich linns from Singapore. 
They bid 81S0,000 for the lease and se- 
cured it, working uiuli r the name of 
Fooh Tuck, having n rooster for their 
brand. The Sing Wo Co. thru moved 
then apparatus to Macoa, a Portuguoselset- 
tloniont, twelve hours by steam from 
Hong Kong, They began, and still are, 
manufacturing opium at this point, ship- 
ping in bond to Australia and from thence 
to the United States. Since Fook Tuck 
started, the British and Chinese govern- 
ments entered into an agreement 
to establish a bonded customs ware- 
house in llong Kong. All crude 
opium destined for any part of 
China has to go into this warehouse, and 
when taken out for shipment to any 
Chinese point it is subject to a duty of 
SltiO to the case. This amount is equally 
divided between the two governments. 
Crudo opium shipped to foreign ports 
passes through tho custom house in bond 
and is subject tj no duty. The Fook 
Tuck Co. are privileged to take out of 
bond ten eases daily, each case containing 
KiO pounds of crudo, w ithout payment of 
the duty. In this way they are enabled 
to control the manufacture of prepared 
opium in Hong Kong, aud its sale in 
China. The daily consumption of this 
firm is estimated at one thousand pounds 
refined or sixteen hundred pounds crude 
opium. In order that their rights might 
not bo infringed upon by smuggling or by 
other means, the Fook Tuck Company 
employ a large detective force to 
watch every vessel or steamer entering 
Hong Kong. The profits obtained are 
enormous. The only opposition received 
is that from tho Sing Wo U<>. at Macoa, 
and this in the foreign trade only, thu 
wholesale and retail trade of China being 
effectually guarded. 

Thu Sing Wo Co. are an immensely 
wealthy firm, and manufacture at Macoa 
the finest opium, known in the commer- 
cial world as the "Tai Yuen brand." It 
obtains a higher liguro than any other 
brand of the seductive drug. 

A few years after the Chinese arrived 
in this province the manufacture of 
opium was begun in Victoria, and for 
many years was a very profitable business 
to both the manufacturer and the "ex- 
porter. " 

The Sing Wo Co. started a branch in 
Victoria three years ago under the inline 
of the Sing Wo Chang Co., with the 
avowed object of driving tho other linns 
from the trade. To accomplish this they 
reduced the price from tflO to $7 per 
pound. However, they did not succeed, 
the other f.ielories hax iug a general busi- 
ness to aid them in lighting thu Sing Wo, 
who manufactured opium exclusively. 

Thole are now thirteen factories ill 
operation in this city, with an annual 
output of nearly 90,000 pounds, but ow- 
ing to the competition from Sing Wo, 
there is little profit compared to that 
made in earlier years. Altogether there 
are 1)00 cases of crude opium imported to 
this port during the year, on which thero 
is paid for duty $160 pur case, a total of 
$144,000. The annual license fee is placed 
at $500, so altogether the Dominion re- 
ceives over $150,000 each year from the 
manufacture. Tho value of the opium pro- 
pared in Victoria is in the neighborhood 
of $000,000. Of course this large amount 
is not consumed in Canada, but is export- 
ed to Honolulu aud various points in tho 
United States. 

It is stated that the Sing Wo Chang Co. 
liavo lost $40,000 during the three years 
thoy have been warring against tho ether 
linns, and are likely to lose more if they 
keep up the fight, for the local firms show 
no sign of giving up. 



SUPREME COURT. 

[Before tho Chief Justice and a special jury.) 

Hay ward ivrxiix The Canadian Pacific 
Navigation company -The plaintiff sued 
for damages caused to his scows and blast- 
ing apparatus by a collision with the 
steamer Princess Louise owned by the de- 
fendants. The jurois were B. W. I'e-esi, 
foreman; and Messrs. Lottico, Bums, 
Duck, Anderson, Hall and Maynard. On 
the night of the ll'th of May last year, 
the scow and apparatus which was used 
hy the plaintiff in connection with his 
contract with the Dominion government 
to lower Dredger Rock near the mouth of 
Victoria Harbor, was damaged by tho 
Louise running into them on hut 
down trip from Vancouver. The defend- 
ants cross-claimed for the damage to the 
Louise. About a dozen witnesses were 
called and their testimony was very con- 
flicting, the plaintiff's witnesses stating 
that the scow was moored ovor the rock, 
and tho defendants staling the steamer 
was in thu usual channel and the scow 
must have Boated into the channel. The 
case occupied the whole of the day. After 
the jury had retired for half an hour they 
returned answers to the questions left to 
them by the court to this effect: 

1, That the damage lo the scow, etc., 

was $430, tho amount claimed by the 
plaintiff. 

2. That the damage lo ( he Louiso was 
$560, the amount claimed by the defend- 
ants. 

,'}. That the plaintiff was not negligent 
in leaving his scows in tho position he 
did. 

4, That the defendants wero negligent 
in running into tho scows.

Allsploo In 'Well Named. 

"Oh, no; allspice is not a mixture of 
a number of spices, but is a simple pro- 
duct itself," said n wholesale frrocer. 
"The proper niime for it is pimento, but 
as it combines the llavor of cinnamon, 
cloves, niuce and nutmegs, it generally 
goes by the name of allspice. Pimento 
trees are unlives of South America and 
the West India islands. The bulk of tho 
pimento of commerce comes from Ja- 
maica. Large groves of the spice trees 
grow on the hillsides of the islands, and 
thrive without cultivation. Tho leaves 
of tho tree are bright green and glossy. 
When bruised they give oil a spicy odor. 
The flowers grow in douse clusters. Tho 
fruit is a small, aromatic berry the size 
of a small pea. If permitted to ripen they 
become pulpy and lose somo of their 
pungency. They urn therefore gathered 
wdiile green, and dried in the sun on 
rough platforms. When well cured they 
aro packed for shipment in largo bags 
holding from 1(10 to 180 pounds. The 
growers seldom get more than four cents 
a pound for the dried berries. The busi- 
ness does not afford a livelihood, and 
most growers feed horses and cattlo on 
the rich pasture in the pimento groves. 

"Tho value of the crop has increased 
from $180,000 in 1874 to $700,000 in 
1887. The spice is shipped to this city 
and to London, about half going to each 
place. It is received in tho berry and 
ground between revolving stones. It is 
then put up in tin cans, and is no longer 
known as pimento, but is the allspice of 
commerce." — Now York Mail and Ex- 
press. 

Attractions ol Ono ol tlio Azoren. 
At Sun Miguel the lirst real disappoint- 
ment came in shape of tho announcement 
that the steamer would not stay long 
enough to go to tho Furnas. The Furnas 
has, it is claimed, the most wonderful 
hot springs in the world.

If the pineapples of San Miguel were any 
better, a man would go insane when ho 
ate his lirst one. The pineapples we 
have in America are like grapeshot com- 
pared with these. — Cor. Boston Tran- 
script.

Of course, 
it is a well recognized theory that such 
crimen assume the form of mi epidemic 
on slight provocation, but it still remains 
susceptible of demonstration that the 
windy month overtops all others in swell- 
ing the list of self-murders. My theory 
is that the vital forces have had such a 
draft upon them during the severe winter 
months that the system is so run down at 
this season of tho year that despondency 
ensues on the slightest provocation, mid 
then comes the end.
